H o w t o M a k e B e e x n a x . 
The following recipe for beeswax 
enn be vouched for; A fter the combs 
have been put through an ex tractor or 
crushed and strained through a thin 
cloth the wax Is put in a copper or 
porcelain lined kettle, with cold w ater 
enough to cover It, and boiled for half 
an hour, or longer if it seem s neces­ 
sary . 
When the w ax is taken from 
the stove It is strained and poured In 
a 
vessel previously dipped 
in cold 
w ater. To m ake a round cake of bees­ 
wax pour the m elted wax In a bowl 
that has been dipped In cold w ater. 
To m ake wax sheets use a board three- 
elglitlis of an inch thick, dam pened 
with w arm w ater, then dipped in the 
melted wax tw o or three tim es. 
The 
board is nex t put In w ater to cool for 
a little while, afte r which it is taken 
out, the edges trim m ed with a sharp 
knife and tw o sheets of wax peeled off. 
To m ake these wax sheets the wax 
m ust not be too hot or it will crack.
